They sit in a plain room, behind a 


dingy front, in one of the shortest! l’rench territory regained; more than{in the present generation 


and greyest liltle streets in England. 
In a room at No. 10 Downing street, 
the brain of the British war executive 
is constantly at.work, 

There is the war brain of the Rus- 
sian troops over in Petrograd; there 
is the war brain of France in Paris; 
there is the army direction of the 
mountain fighters of Italy in Rome, 
the city of the seven hills; but this 
one war direction brain is respected 
and spoken of as more important 
than all, 

Lloyd George presides, and he, with 
Bonar Law, Arthur Henderson, and 
Lord Curzon and Lord Milner form 
the war cabinet. The other two who 
make the seven are Admiral Sir John 
Jellicoe of the navy and General Sir 
Willfam Robertson of the army. Ad- 
miral Jellicoe is the first sea lord and 
naval head of the admiralty; General 
Robertson is the chief of the imperial 
staff and military head of the army. 

The great war brain is well sup- 
plied with nerves which link up with 
the fighting machines all over Europe 
and across the deserts of Africa and 
by the borders of the Tigris and the 
Kuphrates, where some of its forces 
are fighting close by the ancient sites 
of Babylon and Nineveh. 

The seven sit nearly every day in 
conference; the five sit every day. In 
both cases they are able to call in 
men who know various sections of all 
the yarious departments connected 
with fighting on the sea, on the land, 
or in the air. If the British war cab- 
inet has to consider the striking of 
a blow in some new theatre of war, 
the five meet at No. 10 Downing 
street. Admiral Jellicoe hurries 
across from the admiralty, in naval 
uniform and peak cap and carrying 
despatch boxes) General. Robertson 
hurries across Whitehall from the 
war office. The council is complete. 

Ihe prime rnitister, seated at the 
head of the table says: 

“We want to do so and so in such 
and such a region,” 

General Robertson replies that he 
ean spare so many hundreds of thou- 
sands of troops to carry out this new 
phase of the war. 

Can they be fed? Instantly, with 
the ease of a man reaching down a 
hat from a peg, a profound expert on 
the rationing of great armies is 
Drought in. 

“In how many days can you pro- 
vide the food for say, a quarter of a 
niillion of men at such and such a 
place, so many hundred miles from 
any big source of food supply 

Clearly and quickly the answer is} 
given, 

Can that number of men be trans- 
ported to that place by sea? Admiral} 
Jellicoe looks after that. With his} 
fellow experts at his becl and call,} 
he informs the cabinet, with marve- 
lous speed how many transports it 
will require, how many transport 
ships there are available, how miany 
of the German submarines have been 
destroyed in that particular region, 
and what measures are ready to make} 
the yoyage of armies across the wat- 
er almost as safe as a trip on a penny 
steamer to Kew Gardens on a sum- 
iner afternoon. 

Are there rifles, ammunition, field 
gienades, steel rails, tanks, trench 
timber, leather, iron, copper, explo- 
siyes and other engines and instru- 
inents of war ready in sufficient quan- 
tity for the equipment of such a 
force? Instantly -experts who have 
spent a lifetime in equipping armies 
and great masters in the science o 
ordnance and heads of vast munitio: 
factories are called into council. 

Thus the new blow is decided upon 
and all is got ready in smoothness 
and silence behind the scenes.

I'nere were two at the La Basse ac- 
tion in October, 1914, four heavy 
guns in the poison gas action of 
April 23, 1915, and possibly one or 
‘yo at different tines, but the total 
certainly could not exceed 70.

In Mesopotamia 


The Days of Muddle are Ended by 
General Maude 


Nothing more efficient than the 
lines of communications and supplics 
serving the British forces in Meso- 
potamia can well be imagined. The 
days of muddle are ended and order 
has been evolved out of chaos. All 
that human agency can do has been 
and is being done to turn past fail- 
ures to success and prevent future 
breakdowns in organization. 

Communications by road, railway 
and river have been faid out and de- 
veloped on a well-thought-out plan. 
Facilities for the loading and unload- 
ing of vessels at Basra are now on an 
adequate scale. Stores in abundance 
are available and methodically con- 
trolled. Medical equipment has been 
introduced on a lavish scale. An am- 

le water supply is assured at every 

ase and camp, 

Sanitation has been taken in hand. 
An anti-fly crusade is being carried 
on, though any appreciable diminu- 
tion of the fly plague can only be 
achieved by herculean efforts and af- 
ter long time. The construction of 
public works, houses, stores, electric 
light plants, cold-storage, wharfage, 
docks, roads and railways goes mer- 
rily on, and on so large a scale and 
of such solidity that it is not surpris- 
ing if the inhabitants of the country 
interpret these activities as denoting 
a determination on the part of the 
British visitor to remain pcrmanently 
in Mesopotamia. 

The feeding of the troops from the 
firing line to the base is excellent, 
and in the army canteens there is an 
abundance of purchasable necessities 
and luxuries. 

From Basra to Sheik Saad one may 
travel in considerable comfort in one 
of the “P” boats of newest design, 
admirably adapted for their purpose, 
which is that of a ferryboat. hese 
boats are used for the rapid evacua- 
tion of wounded when heavy fighting 
is going on. What is wanted for this 
purpose is as much clear deck space 
as possible and no frills. ‘The boats 
are admirably designed, adequately 
staffed and equipped with every con- 
ceivable comfort. 

Sheik Saad is the jumping-off place 
for troops, stores and ammunition 
brought up, and for the transfer from 
rail and light vessels to larger shirs 
ofpsick and wounded going down to 
the base hospitals. Sheik Saad itself 
has two large hospitals, one for In- 
dians and one for Europeans, and 
also a large casualty clearing station. 
Elaborate arrangements exist for 
feeding the wounded all alone the 
line, and on arrival at rail-head, and 
though the sojourn at this point of 
casualties is mostly of quite brief 
duration, the facilities are as com- 
plete as those of a hospital in Eng- 
land. 

During the storming of Sanna-y- 
yat the first roar of bombardment 
began at 10 o’clock; the first wounded 
were in the field ambulance at noon, 
and at 4 in the afternoon were on 
their way down stream, their wounds 
dressed, their stomachs well filled, 
their cigarettes alight. 

The hottest of the hot weather is 
now at hand with all its attendant 
horrors, and all the obstacles which 
nature in Mesopotamia flings in the 
path of the military commander. Ihe 
soil the rain, the climate, the floods, 
the flies and the heat combine to 
make the conduct of a campaign in 
the Tigris Valley during the summer 
months a task of stupendous difficul- 
ty. The difficulties are being tackled 
and overcome with success.

Germany’s Huge 
Human § Sacrifice 


Continue to Lose Men in Order te 
Stave Off Defeat 


When the war is over the percente 
age of men killed and disabled i 
Germany will vastly exceed that of 
any of her foes. But since the lines 
that she holds are relatively short, 
she is still able to man them, She 
had more than 8,000,000 to start with. 
Her own lists show a loss of more 
than 4,000,000 which means a perma- 
nent loss of about 2,000,000. Such 
figures as I can get suggest that her 
loss has been much greater, pe haps 
her permanent loss has been 4000,- 
000. But 5,000,000 are all that are 
needed to hold her lines and 
such reserves as she yet needs, howe 
te greatly she may be outnumber- 
ed, 

The military and political masters 
of Germany have decided ‘that even 
the great human sacrifice, dispro- 
portionate to that of all other nae 
tions fighting, shall be borne b 
Germany rather than that they shail 
have to concede defeat or give up 
stolen territory. So far they have 
been able to persuade their people to 
stand by them; they have been able 
to do this because of the submarine 


and the Russian reyolution. ‘We 
believe Germany is beaten, but we 
have no reasons of convincing the 


German people.” They believe that 
the Allics must give over the battle 
before numbers win it for them. 
Even though we refuse to accept 
their logic, we must recognize that 
they accept it and that their deter- 
mination to continue rests upon just 
as firm ground, so far as their minds 
are concerned, as does our deter- 
mination for us. . 

In sum, the present indications all 
point to a campaign of 1918. De- 
spite German shortage of food, it 
now seems likely that Germany will 
weather the crisis of June and July 
and survive until the new crop be- 
gins to come in. This means that 
there will be no surrender due to 
famine this year. 

On the military side there is no 
present promise of a German col- 
lapse before snow flies, despite thu 
steady progress of British armies 
and the unmistakable superiority of 
the British over the Germans in ma- 
terial and men, Further German 
retreats are assured, but there is no 
present indication that these re- 
treats will bring the Allies much be- 
yond the Belgian frontier or within 
striking distance of Aix-la-Chapelle 
and-the lower Rhine.—By Frank H. 
Simonds in New York Tribune. 


The Deadly Peril 


Balfour Refers to German 
Means to Carry Out the 

Ends of Barbarism 

In his speech at the banquet tends 
ered the members of the British 
mission by the city of New York in 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, the Right 
Hon. Arthur James Balfour said, 
his address moving his hearers to a 
high pitch of enthusiasm: 

“We have not come here as_ ins 
structors of the American republic, 
but it is important for one to pro- 
claim my unalterable conviction that 
we have reached a crisis when the 
whole of civilization must rise up 
and voice its appeal for the prescr- 
vation of human liberty, 

“What has brought us together?" 
Mr. Balfour asked. “What is the 
meaning to be found in the crowd- 
ing of your streets in welcome ia 
us?” 


Mr. 


The answer lay in the fact, he 
said, that America has felt the men- 
ace of German autocracy, which he 
characterized as an “imminent and 
overmastering peril.” 

“What is that peril?” Mr. Balfour 
continued, “I will tell you. It is 
the use by Germany of every civiliz- 
ed weapon to carry out the ends of 
pure barbarism. 

“The Germans have co-ordinated 
every means of science, not to better 
their own people but to dominate 
others. The world has been too full 
of unscrupulous ambitions for us not 
to recognize it in the present case, 
‘This is not an instance of an individ- 
tial genius, another Napoleon, seck- 
ing to overcome the world, but some- 
thing far different, far more sinister 
-—an attempt to use every means of 
science to put the world underfoot. 

“Science has enormously expanded 
the ways and means of destruction, 
but always it has been believed and 
loped that this world would be con- 
trolled by considerations of humani- 
ty. We have been taught, however, 
a different lesson by the ruling force 
of Germany, we have been taught 
that war has been made more hein- 
ous than ever. There is not a differ- 
ence in any part of the world that 
German diplomacy has not tried to 
increase, that German money has not 
tried to aggravate. 

“This is the danger we all have to 
meet. If we have seen the world wet 
with blood from America to the 
Straits of Dover, if we have seen hor- 
1or heaped upon horror we can right- 
ily attribute it to that enemy, Shall 
we, who know what freedom is, be 
the humble and obsequious servants 
of such a caste? The freedom of 
earth cannot do so and if any proof 
were necessary this great gathering 
of the three great democracies, unique 
in all the history of the world, would 
give that power. 

“Unless all we who love liberty 
unite we will all be destroyed piece- 
meal, This is the great thought I 
offer to you tonight, not from a 
foreign country from across. the 
seas, but from a land of your friend 
end brother.”
